Adopts Unit System 


Comee County Commis 
sioners voted unanimously to 
adopt a six- point resolution 
at their Monday meeting of 
this week in Elba, establish 
ing a form of the controvers 
ial unit system, which has been 
sought after vigorously by many 
officials and opposed just as 
vigorously by others 

The resolution is an off 
shoot of a 16 point bill pro- 
posed several weeks ago by 
Probate Judge James L. Saw- 
yer and Repr esent. itive Doug- 
las Easters. There are pri- 
marily two main differences 
between the lengthy proposed 
legislation of Sawyer and Fast- 
ers, and that of the abbreviated 
resolution drawn up and passed 
jointly by the six - man com- 
missioners court, 

First the new resolution ma- 
kes no mention putting the unit 
system question to a vote of 
the people, which was one of 
the primary goals of the or- 
iginally proposed bill. 

Secondly the wording of the 
new resolution is in a more 
readable and direct, though less 
precise, than original bill wh- 
ich is heavy with “legal lan- 
guage”. 

Judge Sawyer, upon first vi- 
ewing the resolution, stated 
that portions of it had “no 
teeth” in it - specifically that 
portion which deals with coun- 
ty employees and equipment 
being involved in private work, 
Sawyer stated later in the Mon- 
day afternoon session that the 
resolution “is certainly a step 
in the right direction”. 

The commissioners agreed 
verbally to put the earlier pro- 
posed bill to a vote of the 
people, but insisted that their 
resolution would get “the ball 
rolling” as a referendum would 
delay action until later in the 
summer of this year. 

Most significant in the ch- 
anges which will come about 
as a result of adoption of the 
resolution, is that “a central 
shop for the repair and main- 
tenance of County equipment 
be constructed on property now 
owned by- the County near New 
Brockton ...” and that a 
great deal more responsibility 
for road paving, construction, 
and maintenance will be pla- 
ced in the hands of County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins. 

Mullins will begin drawing 
plans for a new county main- 
tenance shed, but will - in the 
mean time - erect a fence near 
the New Brockton. office com- 


plex site for the keeping of. 


County equipment. 

Commissioners of each dis- 
trict will be allowed to keep 
a minimal amount of equip- 
ment in each district “to be 
used to maintain unpaved roads 
and the bridges thereon in each 
of the said districts under a 
strict budget as set and deter- 
mined by the Commission.” 
It was readily agreed by each 
commissioner, Judge Sawyer, 
and Mullins that to bring all 
equipment to the central shop 
each evening would be imprac- 
tical, time - consuming, and 
unecessarily expensive.

The Coffee County Farm Bu- 
reau sent representatives Frank 
Britt, Roy Sims, L. B. McCall, 
and William Henry Griffin to

SOIL TESTING 

One of the surest ways to 
have pretty shrubs this spring 
and summer is to soil test and 
follow the laboratory's recom 
mendations 

A balanced lime and fertili 
zer program can determine the 
growth of shrubs. When need 
ed, apply lime any time. Ferti 
lizer is applied in early spr 
ing and again in early summer 

When applving lime or ferti 
lizer, broadeast the material 
evenly on the soil surface. Pl 
ants’ feeder roots often extend 
twice the distance of the limb 
spread Apply fertilizer thr 
oughout the area under the shrub 
and out to twice the distance 
from trunk to the end of br 
anches. Fertilizer applied ina 
band around the plant may dam 
age the plant roots 

A soil test is the best guide 
available to determine lime and 
plant nutrient needs for healthy 
plant growth

BAKING TIPS 

Sift no more! Generally sp 
eaking, there is no more need 
to sift flour because all-pur- 
pose and cake flour are finely 
milled 

Mix well--fat should be mix 
ed thoroughly for cake baking 
Thorough mixing divides the 
fat into fine particles to give 
the desired tenderness 
BREAKFAST 

Breakfasts featuring hot bis- 
cuits, grits, bacon or sausage 
and eggs aren’t aS common as 
they once were. Breakfast is 
usually the most hurried meal 
of the day. And homemakers 
often take shortcuts to feed the 
family and get them on their 
way. Prepared breakfast buns 
and muffins, boxed cereals, fro- 
zen orange juice and liquia 
breakfasts are common items 
today 

Many “instant” breakfasts 
are nutritious and convenient. 
But a homemaker who relies 
too heavily on instant break- 
fast foods may be short ch- 
anging her budget and boring 
her family. 

Sugar on sugar-coated cer- 
eals costs the homemaker 100 
percent more than sugar spoon- 
ed from the family sugar bowl. 
And individually-boxed cereals 
cost far more than the large 
family boxes 

Powdered mixes used with 
milk have become popular as:a 
quick way to get nutrients nee- 
ded to face the morning. The 
drink is nutritious and better 
than not having breakfast, but 
liquid meals--including diet liq- 
uids--should be used with dis- 
cretion. They provide many 
nutrients but none of the rough- 
age necessary to a well-bal- 
anced diet. And the mono- 
tony of a liquid meal reduces 
its enjoyment.

While the program 
Attempted to provide a solid 
could develope our own unique 
and personal educational goals, 
own personal observations of 
the current happenings in Wash- 
ington to develop our own mo- 
del of American Politics. the 
intangible bases and sources of 
power, the styles of negotia- 
tion and compromise, the pro- 
blems of communications and 
coordination in government, and 
Similar aspects of the politi- 
cal scene not easily conveyed 
in textbooks or observable from 
afar 

In just a few years our na- 
tion will celebrate the 200th an- 
hiversary of the American ex- 
periment in self government. 
During the last two hundred 
years profound changes haveta- 
ken place in this country. Our 
constitution was originally wr- 
itten for a nation of four mil- 
lion people occupying an area 
of 890 thousand square miles, 
now governs over two hundred 
million people living in an area 
4,000 times the original size. 
Technological, economic and 
social changes have been ext- 
ensive. Yet, with few ammend- 
ments, we are governed by the 
same basic laws as our fore- 
fathers. But, no reading of the 
Constitution can explain just how 
government really operates 
Perhaps this is the basic rea- 
son for the adaptability of our 
Constitution. We are not hin- 
dered by a long list of out- 
dated restrictions and functions 
for our government to fullfill 
The broad delegations of power, 
coupled with broad Supreme 
Court interpretations, have 
allowed government togrow with 
the times. 

In order to understand how 
government functions it is nec- 
essary to look beyond the for- 
mal structures set up in the 
Constitution. While the prin- 
ciples of separation of powers 
and checks and balances are 
still important in our system 
of government, they ten to 
distort the picture of how po- 
licy is actually created in our 
national government, While it 
is true that our government 
is set in three distinct, auto- 
nomous branches, our govern- 
ment is by no means monoli- 
thic Below and between th- 
ese former levels exists a pat- 
tern of interaction among the 
many people in government who 


sions are made by their coop- 
eration and conpromise. Thus, 
while the Constitution seems to 
have the Congress legislate and 
the Executive execute, lines of 
policy making aren’t that well 
defined in practice. 

This should not indicate, how- 
ever, that the Constitution has 
no part in government today. 
While separation of powers mi- 
ght not exist in the strict areas 
the principle is very import- 
ant to our policy makers. It 
is the balance wheel that keep: 
the system going. By estab- 
lishing the equilibrium among 
the branches of government, it 
is the ever present force that 
keeps all the participants in 
line. It provides the ground 
rules for the political struggle 
in Washington life. 

While our founding fathers 
envisioned a givernment with 
separation of powers, what has 
developed is a government of 
separate institutions sharing po- 
wer. The result of this dis- 
persion of power led Woodrow 
Wilson to comment “Power is 
nowhere concentrated (in our 
government), it is rather deli- 
berately and of set policy sc- 
attered amongst many small 
chiefs.” The network of action 
and reaction of the Washington 
Chiefs that create our policy 
was the focus of the week's 
Study. The actors during that 
Washington drama were no less 
than the members of Congress, 
the men of the High Bench, 
the communicators in our Nat- 
ional Press Corps, the men and 
women of our Political Parties 
the representative of the in- 
terest groups throughout the 
country, men upholding the na- 
tion through the military and 
most assuredly us, the direct 
participants of that grand week 
in Washington D. C.

THE ELBA CLIPPER 


We had a detailed story prepared several weeks ago about 
the ups and downs on the proposed Elba housing project, The 
Story was held because of poor planning on our part and “time 
heals all wounds” as the saying goes. Discussion on the mat- 
ter has completely stopped apparently, and therefore the story 
was scrapped. It was detailed to explain to our readers exact- 
ly what was happening and what was only rumors and politics. 
It dealt with the building experience of Southern Development 
Company, the approved builder At first we had reserva- 
tions about their ability and reputation, but an in-depth check 
revealed other towns entering additional contracts with the 
company after using them in previous years. This informa- 
tion, along with an interview with the builder, removed any 
doubt from my mind 


The Coffee County Commissioners have adopted a “unit sys 
tem” of road construction and maintenance slightly different 
from the system endorsed by Representative Douglas Easters 
and Probate Judge James Sawyer, and virtually demanded by 
a very vocal group in Enterprise. This action caught the 
Enterprise group by surprise, but they later said “itisa 
step in the right direction.” This new approach, described 
in a front page news article this week, follows closely to my 
opinion on this type thing 


First, we elected these men to do a job the majority felt 
they were capable of doing run Coffee County. Second, 
while changes can be for the better, let’s go slow on chang- 
ing and not go so far we can’t back up without elisa 
takes. I don’t object to our county being on the “complete 
unit system” if it is the wishes of the majority of the people 
in the county, but would fight a self-appointed “Ralph Nader 
type” trying to save (?) us from distruction, especially when 
they say any one system will solve ALL our problems 
nothing is better than the humans who carry out the detailed 
day-to-day work. 


A hazard of writing newspaper editorials, especially in a small 
town like Elba, is the fact that from time to time a friend must 
come in for editorial criticism. This week it happens to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Neil Grantham. 

Last week we carried a detailed front-page story about a man 
dressed as a woman, attempting to kill himse){ and also ex- 
cerpts from his notes detailing how he was going to kill or 
punish 150 women Well, the man was locked up the first 
night but later the next day, Deputy Grantham released the 
man to the custody of his 8?-year-old, almost-blind father! 
This was without an examination by any psychiatrist to de- 
termine if he really planned to commit the gruesome crimes 
detailed on his note pad. I have no idea nor make no claim 
the man was dangerous - probably only to himself but maybe 
not . and when he has killed or hurt one person, an error 
has been paid for- by an innocent party. The man could have 
been held in jail until Thursday and the psychologist who 
visits Elba weekly could have given an educated opinion on 
how dangerous the man really is to himself and others, 


I endorse the move by the city council to require everyone 
to pay the city garbage tax (fee). I will not get into the mer- 
its and demerits of the amounts being charged but... . peo- 
ple paying the charges will not be interested in taking their 
garbage out and dumping it beside a road or dropping it off 
the bridge into a Coffee County creek or river as some now 
do. Also those putting their garbage into a neighbor’s cans 
and getting a free ride, can carry their share of the load.

Christ teaches a simpletruth 
in the Sermon of the Mount 
as recorded in the Gospel of 
Matthew when he said to his 
followers, “Ye are the salt 
of the earth”.

with. How often do you think 
ibout these words of Our Lord 
when you reach for the salt 
shaker? 

A professor of preaching in 
a seminary once sais to his 
students, “The thing I am most 
concerned about with these the- 
ological students getting ready 
to preach, is their lack of con- 
viction. They seem to be per- 
fectly normal boys, or men, 
in their other relationships and 
activities, but when they getup 


to preach they become suddenly 


as meek and as mild and apo- 
logetic as so many mice, they 
lack fire, drive, courage, and 
conviction.” 

Now salt has a lot of con- 
viction; it has power, and it 
uses that power on whatever 
it touches. It not only preser- 
yes, as some Christians seek 
to conserve the truth, but it 
enlivens, it gives tang andtaste.

The only way they came to know 
this truth was to open their 
hearts and eyes to the love 
that Christ had for them.

Newspaper 
Complains Of 
City License 


A newspaper in Enterprise 
(The Daily Ledger) carried a 
front-page article and a very 
long editorial in its Sunday ed- 
ition about the City of Elba ch- 
arging them a license to del- 
iver papers. According to the 
article the Elba police stopped 
two circulation men last Th- 
ursday and escorted them to the 
City Hall where they were shown 
the city ordinance and told to 
buy a delivery license to del- 
iver their newspaper in Elba. 

The editorial on Page 6 of 
the paper was accompanied by 
a cartoon of one man shooting 
another. The man with the gun 
was labeled “The City of Elba,” 
and the man being shot was lab- 
eled “Press Freedom.” 

The editorial indicated that 
the newspaper had contacted the 
Alabama Press Association, 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
and ABC News in New York (in 
hopes of getting nationwide coy- 
erage). _ They plan to fight all 
licenses that license newspap- 
ers as being unconstitutional, 
says the editorial. It closes 
with the statement “Of course, 
the City officials of the muni- 
cipalities in question could save 
us -- and themselvés -- a lot 
of time and effort. . .” 

City Clerk Tom Dyess told 
a representative of “The Elba 
Clipper” that the ordinance 
would be enforced and the En- 
terprise newspaper would pay 
the license for unloading their 
truck just like the Montgomery 
and Birmingham newspapers do 
each year. He continued with 
“If they don’t pay, we have no 
other choice but'to arrest them 
and take them to court where 
they will be charged a penalty 
and court costs as well as 
the license. 

Dyess pointed out that the 
license is not for deliverying the 
newspapers to the subscribers 
or potential subscribers but for 
the truck that brings the papers 
to the Elba carrier.

STATEMENT BY REP.

The bill is 
then introduced into the Senate 
and follows the same procedure. 
After Senate passage the bill 
goes to the governor for his 
signature and it is then a law. 

The bill is a “local bill” 
and this type bill is almost 
always passed if approved by 
the local legislative group 
(Easters in the House and L.
